Roxy Utilizies Modern 
Equipment Assuring 
Greater Efficiency 

With television threatening 
radio and the average person 
wondering what effect it will 
have on motion pictures column¬ 
ists are using.up yards of paper 
debating the subject. Yet hardly 
anyone has taken time to acqu¬ 
aint themselves with complexity 
of operating a theatre, jumping 
ahead to something new without 
appreciating those things we 
have had and now take for 
granted. 

Knowing absolutely nothing 
about the theatre business, the 
Journal contacted Ed. Somshor, 
determined to find out about this 
medium that has kept us enter¬ 
tained for many, yearn. 


The day of our visit, the Roxy 
staff were in the midst of a 
special show for the kiddies 
sponsored by the U.M.W.A. treat 
every month. While preparing 
for the regular show that eve¬ 
ning, George Fisher, projection¬ 
ist was busy editing the reels of 
“Across the Wide Missouri”. 23 
years of age, George was born 
in Canada and spent the last 
seven years in England. After a 
period of apprenticing he served 
as an operator for 6 yeafs, com¬ 
ing to the Roxy last December. 
Realizing that George had not 
experienced a film break since 
Christmas we were determined 
to find the reason for this fine 
record. 

Visiting the projection room 
we were amazed to learn that 
two projectors are used, carry¬ 
ing a twenty minute reel each. 
George explained that a com¬ 
plete show for that night utilized 
four single reels of 10 minutes 
each and 4 doubles of twenty 
minutes duration. The first reel 
is loaded in No .1 machine and 
the motors started. When this 
machine has run nearly its en¬ 
tire reel, the operator moves over 
besides it and watches for his 
cue dot. This dot appears eight 
seconds before the end of the 
reel and is a signal to start the 
motor of the incoming machine. 
When the machine picks up 
speed a barrier is opened that 
releases the light and picture. 
This is done with a foot switch 
that simultaneously cuts off the 
No. 1 machine. Now it is time 
to load the first projector with 
another real ready to assure a* 
smooth running picture. 

The sound track appears on 
the side of the film and is picked 
up by a photo electric cell and 
turned into electrical impluses 
that are amplified on a speaker. 

All film is checked by hand 
and . carefully scrutinized by 
George before entering the pro¬ 
jector. On completion of the run 
it must be rewound ready for 
the next show. 

Moving downstairs the scene 
became familiar, the scene that 
the average person applies to 
theatres, ticket taker, ushers, 
pop corn and peals of laughter 
from the theatre itself. 

Cornerring Ed. Somshor again 
we discovered that besides run¬ 
ning the show, he holds his lic¬ 
ense as an operator. Coming 
here from Ponoka six years ago. 
He is assisted by Vi. Somshor 
who serves as cashier. Doreen 
Bodiseh and Vienna Chernecky 
and Margaret handling the ush¬ 
ering duties, while Beatrice Gej- 
dos operate the refreshment 
stand. 

Ed. informed us that he buys 
films from the five major studios 
and tries to pick the pictures 
that the general public likes 
best, this demanding a lot of 
study into the pictures available. 
Films are picked out usually six 
months ahead and booked for 
open dates. Special films such as 
‘The Greatest Show on Earth” 
that will play here demands ex¬ 
tra attention of the theatre 
manager. This film played at 
road show prices and hit Leth¬ 
bridge in May at $1.10. Persistent 
dealing with the makers resulted 
in Coleman booking it at 75c for 
an October showing. 

This necessary thought for the 
patrons, daily check for main¬ 
tenance, the picking of pictures 
and running an interrupted film 
is a lot of work no matter how 
you look at it.

WINNIPEG. — Twenty-seven per¬ 
sons died in Manitoba during Sep¬ 
tember in accidents other than traf¬ 
fic, W. Trevor Davies, provincial di¬ 
rector of safety, said. 

This compared with 40 fatalities 
in August and 19 for September, 
.1951. One person died in an indus¬ 
trial accident, eight in homes and 18 
general. 

Total fatalities for the nine month 
period were 235 compared with 226 
for the same period last year. 


A GREAT DEAL IS HEARD TODAY about the wealth of Canada’s 
natural resources, and this country is indeed fortunate in possessing many 
of the materials essential to modern industrial development..

Cheques for approximately that 
amount mailed by the Manitoba Sug¬ 
ar Company, Fort Garry, to contract 
growers as an initial payment for 
beets delivered in September. 

Company officials said that the in¬ 
itial payment of $9.40 a ton was the 
"highest on record.” Last year’s 
payment was $8 a ton. 

For the 1951 crop, farmers receiv¬ 
ed a total of $14.30 a ton. Company 
officials declined to speculate on what 
this year’s final payment would be. 

Quality of the crop, including pur¬ 
ity and sugar content, was reported 
“considerably better than in previ¬ 
ous years.”

The department also ordered pur¬ 
chases' of a limited amount of car¬ 
casses weighing below 700 pounds, 
but not below 600, paying a floor 
price of 23 cents a pound, again basis 
good steers at Toronto. 

There still is no indication when 
the department plans to cover other 
categories of beef with federal price 
support. 

Mr. Shaw said it would depend on 
market conditions. At the moment, 
he said, the market is stiffening with 
beef prices strengthening.
